(Saturday Review, Dec. 19.) 

One of the most curious and least analy- 
sable thingd.in humau life and nature is 
found in that quality, or perhaps- group of 
-qualities, to which we give the ‘general 

tiame of force of chivacter. 
thing which aeéms-to exist apart, and yet to 
penetrate and run through'every side’ and 
qnarter.of the mind ; it 15 less an indepen- 
dent faculty than’a property of all the other 


|| faculties, less a solitary attritute thau -the 


colouring of alt the other attributes, . It 
was: justly objected ~to the phrenologists 
that; in their exclusive attention to the size 
and Iocation ‘of the various parts of the 
brain, they lost sight of another not less im- 
portant kind of variation— variation in.the 
quality aud. substance, of the-brain tissue. 
An analogous error is committed by students 
of character, whether they are systematic or 
only empirical, who are content with sum- 
ming up a man’s attributes, estimating their 
relative strength, sult pombe on their 
comparative utility. Practically, the whole 
question of the. worth of character turns 
apon a point that is quite beside all these. 
“We want.to-know, not only that a man bas 
this or that attribute or faculty, bat-also 
how he has it. For example, one conatant- 
iy hears’ from tho lips of that sex which 
was in chivalrous days the prize-giver and 
the arbiter of distinctions that so-and-so is 
wonderfully intellectual ; and even persons 
who use ‘their words with judgmeut. can 
often find'no better phrase for their mean- 
ing than this.too vague term. Iu ity best 
and most legitimate sense, the’ epithet of 
intellectual is:given to persous who possess 
some of the’ various intellectital faculties of 
discrimination, judyment, imagination, and 
sv forth, and exert them wit something 
more than the average constancy, But thin 
‘to tell us this of anybody is to tell us little ; 
quite as important as the possession and 


the pretty constant, u-e of all these faculties 
is the temper, spirit, tone, or manner of 
their use-the something which makes 
thom rapid, and determines: both their 
harmony with the general current of things 
outside, and the pleasurabloness and magni- 
tude of theiriufluence upon persons. Thus, 
of that, acuteneas and quickness which is 
one of the most -essential elements of the 
intellectual character, ‘the chief thing for 


us to’ know ‘is ita qualia. Isit after the: 


manner of the fox, ot the wolf, or the ferret, 
or is-it large-eyed'and‘ ample ? Is it deep- 
seeing, or is. it’ only good for flaws aud 
specks and little likeneases and unlikenesses, 
of the outside? What is the galt whence 
the acuteneas .has its savoir and charac- 
teristic ?/ Wé may agk just the samo sort 
of questions about moral habits, Industry, 


for example, must be a creditable quality. 


Even in a person who preys upon society, 
laborious tenacity is a virtue, as it gous, 
and may: perbaps keep alive the erratic 
flame of self-respect, which must be a good 
thing, ‘even in a burglar. Apart from 
such. extreme cases, where one. virtue 
does duty forall the rest not. too per- 
fecily, - the. precise value and likeab-

Taz Law or Coryriout.—The case of 
‘Low ‘v, Ward, reported. at length in the 
Law Journal Reports, “* Chancery,” p, 841, 
affirms, under somewhat singular ciroum- 
stances that. copyright may exist in: some 
chapters of a book, while othera are unpri- 
vileged. - The circumstances are shortly 
‘these, While Professor. Holmes, of Boston, 
waa bringing out his-story of “The Guar- 
dian Angel,” in’ the serial form, in the 
Atlante Monthly, plaintiff (thé well-known 
publishers of’ Ludgate-bill) entered into ‘an 
‘agreement with him that he should acquire 
a British copyright in the story, and sell it 
:to the plaintiffs. . Profeasor. Holmos ‘accord- 
ingly, in October, 1867, went to Montreal, 
‘the tale not then having beon completed in 
the Atlantic Monthly, aud, while there, the 
| entire work was published by the plaintiffs. 
At that time the last six cliapters had not 
appeared in America. The defendants 
(syho are. publishers in Paternoster-tew) 
afterwards brought outa cheap edition, and 
the suié was instituted ‘for au‘ injunction. 
‘The plaintiffs relied on the well-known case 
of Low.» Routledge, _whivh establishes 


British colony, publishes a work in Eng- 
land, acquires a copyright therein, It was 
rather ingeniously argued for ‘the defend. 
ants that it was an- essential condition of 
copyright that. the entire work should first 
appear in the Onited Kingdom ; -that the 
euefit of such first publication was, in fact, 
the consideration in’ respect of which the 
privilege of copyright was granted; and 
that copyright could not exist in a -part of 
awork only, The Judge, Vice-Chancellor 
Giffard, “‘had-not the alightust doubt about 
the .case.” He decided that where the 
part of a work can be separated, there-may 
be a copyright in any distinct part of it; 
and he granted the injunction restraining 
the defendants from privting or selling 
copies containing the last six chapters of 
the work. * :
